Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
requirement that the pressing members be bow-like shaped with flexible wire members tensioned 
along their outer edge for engaging the inner surface of a shirt is not previously taught in the 
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prior art. Kannegiesser et al (3,170,610) is an example of a known garment press similar to the 
instant invention. The spreader means (13) are inflatable forms and do not have the bow-like 
shape taught in the instant invention. Davis (3,063,606) is another similar pressing machine that 
utilizes spreader wings (22) with a different configuration to tension the garment being treated.
